On Tuesday afternoon, December -? 
1967, Rev, Ben E, Cox resumed his duties 
as Director of the Saginaw County Anti- 
Poverty Program Community Action 
Committee (CAC), Rev, Cox created. quite 
a shake-up in the local anti-poverty circles 
when he left the city rather than be a part 
of a conspiracy to exploit the poor people 
of Saginaw County, 

Since his appointment almost two months 
ago as director of the local CAC Program, 
Rev, Cox has stated that he "will not be 
used or dictated to by ANYONE," His job 
is to help the poor people of this commu- 
nity, and he is here to do this job! 

After his temporary departure from 
Saginaw, the Neighborhood Center Advisory 
Committee supported Rev, Cox in his stand, 
and this group was very instrumental in the 
reconstruction of the present CAC Board 
and in bringing Rev, Cox back to Saginaw, 
The Neighborhood Center Advisory 
Committee and Rev, Cox advocate that 
there must be more involvement by the 
poor in the present CAC Poverty Program, 

Rev, Cox told AFRO reporters that "I'm 
not mad at anyone, I just want to get on 
with the job to help the 6,700 poor people 
in Saginaw County and the 35 million in the 
United States who earn less than $3,000 per 
year, I want to really involve all the poor 
people of all races, Therets a role for 
everyone to play in this fight to stamp out 
poverty--the rich, the poor, the Jew, the 
Gentile, the Black and white, I want to 
work with everybody across all lines-- 
religious and social, '"' He went on to say, 
"I want to get along with everybody but I 
will not give in to everybody, "' 

Rev, Cox stated that he planned to use 


every means accessible to eradicate poverty 
in Saginaw County, Rev. Cox served notice 


to all residents of Saginaw County that ''as 


long as we pretend that there are no prob- 
lems, they won't be solved, " Le 

Rev, Cox is a very determined man, 
Saginaw can use a man of this caliber and 
the poor people of Saginaw County need 
help! !

TO INFORM AND INVOLVE" 


THE INNER CITY SCHOOLS ARE THE 
BLACK STUDENTS' PROVING GROUND 
coeeeoe Dy James Boggs 


Population experts predict that by 1970 
Afro-Americans will constitute the majority 
in 50 of the nation's largest cities. In 
Washington, D.C., and Newark, N. J., 
Afro-Americans are already a majority. In 
Detroit, Baltimore, Cleveland and St. Louis 
they are one-third or more of the population, 
and in a number of others, they constitute 
well over one-fourth. There are more Afro- 
Americans in New York City than in the 
entire state of Mississippi. Even where they 
are not yet a majority, as in Detroit, their 
school children are now well over 50 percent 
of the school population. 

In accordance with the general philosophy 
of majority rule and the specific American 
tradition of ethnic group-ins (Irish, Polish, 
Italian) migrating in masse to the big cities 
and then taking over the leadership of muni- 
cipal government, Black Americans are next 
in line. No previous ethnic grouping has 
ever constituted as large a proportion of the 
urban population; yet each in turn achieve 
first-class citizenship chiefly because its 
leaders become the cities' leaders. But 
racism is so deeply embedded in the Ameri- 
can psyche from top to bottom, and from 
right to left, that it cannot even entertain 
the idea of black political power in the cities, 
The white power structure, which includes 
organized labor, resorts to every conceiv- 
able strategy to keep itself in power and the 
black man out: urban renewal or Negro 
removal; re-organization of local government 
on a metropolitan area basis; population 
(birth) control. Meanwhile, since their 
"taxation without representation" is so flag- 
rant, safe Negroes are appointed to 
administrative posts or hand-picked to run 
for elective office. In Hitler-occupied 
Europe, such safe members of the native 
population were called collaborators or 
Quislings, 

All these schemes may indefinitely delay 
or even permanently exclude the black 
majority from taking over the reins of city 
government, There is no automatic quar- 
antee that justice will prevail. But those 
who invent or support such schemes must 
also reckon with the inevitable consequences; 
that the accumulated problems of the inner 
city will become increasingly insoluble and 
that the city itself will remain the dangerous 
society, a breeding place of seemingly sense- 
less violence by increasing numbers of black 
youth, rendered socially unnecessary by the 
technological revolution of automation and 
cybernation, policed by a growing occupation 
army which has been mobilized and empow~ 
ered to resort to any means considered 
necessary to safeguard the interests of the 
absentee landlords, merchants, politicians 
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and administrators, to whom the city belongs. 
by lay but who do not belong in the city and 
who themselves are afraid to walk its streets. 

It is into this situation that black students 
in the Northern cities step. Herded into 
inner city school buildings which serve more 
like compound to keep them off the streets 
than as institutions to prepare them for 
social, political and economic leadership, . 
thousands of black youth every year drop out 
or are passed out (i.e., moved on to make 
room for the next herd) into the streets-- 
which meht more properly be called "Streets 
without Hope.'' They are there because the 
educational system and those who run the 
system, including the te achers, black and 
white, have accepted and act on the premise 
that these youth are too "culturally deprived" 
to learn. This is only another form of 
racism, for this label was never attached to 
the immigrant children of yesterday who 
used to come from the backwoods of Italy or 
Central Europe and were far less sophisti- 
cated than today's youth. Their "cultural 
advantage"' was their whiteness. What the 
term "culturally deprived" really means is 
that black students do not, cannot subscribe 
and conform to white standards. 

Confronted with this built-in system of 
white supremacy, black students have to 
build a cadre of student leaders at every high 
school who are ready to fight for curriculum 
standards, standards of teacher behavior 
and classroom teaching which will prepare 
them for leadership of the inner city. They 
must struggle constantly to create their own 
standards of better education as well as 
their own standards of black unity against 
the black Toms and the teachers and students 
who have written black youth off and who are 
only trying to advance themselves individu- 
ally or just passing the time and using the 
school as a playground, They must seek 
constantly to find the issues that will involve 
black students in struggle and give them a 
new set of black values, based on the need 
for black education for black leadership of 
the nation's major cities,

WHY LEAVE THE GHETTO? 
eee Bernard Smith 


I have assiduously listened to the Black man 


who preaches for open housing as though it 
were an end in itself to the problem of race 
in America. 


These Black people, who have just attained 
what is now referred to as black middle class 


status, are running like hell now, trying to 
get away from their past (eating peas and 
neck bone by choice) and their less fortunate 
brothers and sisters. They leave daily, 
taking with them all of the knowledge and 
resources that should be kept in the Black 
Community to help those who are not par- 
ticipating in the mainstream of America's 
society. 

They run like, and indeed they are, Uncle 
Tom's, following behind the white man, 
saying, "Boss, it ain't me causing the 
trouble, but those niggers in the blighted 
(slum) area." They run, not even looking 
back at the place they left and usually refer 
to Black people still in the area as "those 
people. '' Oh, yes, and they most assuredly 

do not want other Blacks living next door to 
them after they have reached their new 
status. 


Why leave the ghetto when there is so much 


to be done? It offers a challenge like none I 
have ever seen before. Here is the Black 
-man's chance to build a beautiful thing, 
economically, politically, and socially. 

Economically he can now be an entrepre- 
neur or businessman, and be supported by 
his Black brothers, He can truly be a par- 
ticipant in the free enterprise system. 

Politically he can now become a mayor or 
can now hope for and aspire to a political 
career. 

Socially there is an advantage for the 
Black kids and adults to see educated men 
and women in the community. It gives them 
a pattern to live by and something to strive 
to duplicate. 

Obviously, the greatest sin is that these 
people who run from their brothers and 
sisters never return to help their own kind.

Sees Need | 


for Black Power in Ghettos| 


NEW YORK CITY — A 
black psychiatrist said flatly 
that a type of black power 
is an absolute psychological 
necessity for the Afro-Amer- 
ican and his ghetto com- 
munities. 

ATTENDING a_ two-day 
biennial meeting of the New 

. York State

kee tion here, Dr. 
pe Alvin’ Pous- 
saint, assist- 
ant professor 
of psychiatry 
at Tufts Uni-

full integration of the Negro 
is not likely for the next 50 
years. 

Further, he said, black 
people during this time wil) 
have to make the ‘‘best’’ of 
their lives in the ghettos. 

He said only a portion of 
the problems in the segre- 
gated ghettos stem from 
poverty.

“THE psychological cas- 
tration.of the society of black 
people accounts for the ab- 
normal amount of aggres- 
sion of Negroes,’’ Dr. Pous- 
saint asserted. 

“‘Negroes need much more 
of a voice in the direction of 
their communities—in their 
schools, in their welfare ser- 
vices and police.”’ 

The psychiatrist declared 
that when police depart- 
ments recruit black police- 
men, the men selected tend 
to be in the image of white 
officers—and often are bru- 
tal racists themselves. 


HE NOTED that black 
people who succeed in the 
white social communities 
tend to reject their own 
background and people. 

Dr. Poussaint asserted 
that for this reason the doc- 
trine of black power actually 
may serve to prevent vio- 
lence.
